Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Dohle et al. in 
view of Grot et al. on claims 1-4 and 7-8 is withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has 
been amended. 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Dohle et al. in 
view of Grot et al. as applied to claim 1 and further in view of Gorman et al. on claim 5 is 
withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has been amended. 

6. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Dohle et al. in 
view of Grot et al. as applied to claim 1 and further in view of Luft et al. on claims 6 and 
9 is withdrawn, because independent claim 1 has been amended. 

Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. The invention of independent claim 1 recites a fuel cell 
system purifying apparatus with a first flow path that has an inlet into which the effluent 
discharged from the anode is introduced, a second flow path that has an inlet into which 
air is introduced an outlet where the effluent discharged from the anode is always

passed through the porous sheet and discharged from the said outlet and the effluent is 
directed to the porous sheet without being mixed with the air in advance. The closest 
prior art of record Dohle et al. and Grot, do not teach the effluent discharged from the 
anode is always passed through the porous sheet and discharged from the said outlet.
